Police seeking

crime Police are still looking for 
a suspect after a man was sent to 
hospital late Friday night in crit¬ 
ical condition after being shot at 
a trailer park in the city’s south 
end. 

Police believe the man was in¬ 
volved in a drinking party that 
included 10 to 15 people and 
was shot moments after three 
men showed up to the party at 
the Maple Ridge Mobile Park un¬ 
invited. 

During a melee, police say the 
man was shot along with two 
other people who were treated 
for non-life-threatening injuries. 

Police have not released a de¬ 
scription of the man, but are 
asking those who may have in¬ 
formation about the case to call

Cary, N.C., police following leads for Edmonton woman

Two daughters of a jogger who 
was mysteriously murdered in 
a North Carolina suburb July 12 
are in their new home in 
Edmonton today awaiting their 
mother’s funeral. 

Nancy Cooper’s daughters — 
four-year-old Bella and two-year- 
old Katie — arrived at the Ed¬ 
monton International Airport 
with Cooper’s parents yesterday, 
one day after relatives held a 
public memorial for the North 
Carolina mother whose body 
was found at a construction site 
near her home in the town of 
Cary. 

Cooper was raised in the Ed¬ 
monton area and moved to the 
U.S. state eight years ago. 

Cooper’s parents, Garry and 
Donna Rentz, won custody of 
the two young children citing 
the father, Brad Cooper, was 
emotionally unstable and was a 
“substantial risk” to his chil¬ 


dren. 

The grandpar¬ 
ents reportedly 
told the young 
girls about their 
mother’s tragic 
death with grief 
counsellors Fri¬ 
day. 

Police, mean¬ 
while, are still following up 
leads in the case that hasn’t 
seen an arrest while investiga¬ 
tors haven’t identified any per¬ 
sons of interest or suspects tied 
to the homicide. 

“The next announcement we 
make will be when we make the 
arrest,” said Susan Moran, a 
spokeswoman with the town of 
Cary. 

Moran also confirmed Coop¬ 
er’s husband has not been con¬ 
sidered a person of interest or a 
suspect in the case, even as a 


custody order court document 
claimed the man never reported 
his wife as missing when she dis¬ 
appeared. 

The husband and father of two 
also never contacted Cooper’s 
family to inform them about his 
wife’s disappearance, according 
to the court order. 

Friends and relatives of Coop¬ 
er said her memory will contin¬ 
ue during a memorial service in 
the small North Carolina town 
Saturday. 

Cooper’s husband wasn’t in at¬ 
tendance. 

“She just made everything 
shine a little brighter and we’re 
just going to miss her so much,” 
said friend Clea Morwick during 
the service. 

A public funeral service in 
downtown Edmonton is planned 
for Wednesday at the Grace 
Lutheran Church.

Another dangerous cocktail 


Fifth Mill Woods bombing in two weeks 
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Twin Brooks attack 


Anther Molotov cocktail was tossed yesterday morning, though 
not in the same pattern or area of the most recent attacks. Just 
before 3 a.m., a home-made firebomb was tossed at a parked 
SUV in Twin Brooks, and caused an estimated $2,000 damage. 


Molotov cocktails lit up 
the sky in Mill Woods yes¬ 
terday morning for the 
fifth time in two weeks, 
raining down on a home 
in a vicious attempt to set 
it ablaze. 

Fire crews were called to 
a house in the area of 43 
Avenue and 30 Street just 
before 4 a.m. yesterday. 

Three Molotov cocktails 
were hurled at the resi¬ 
dence, causing over 
$100,000 in damage to the 
side of the house and 
roof. 

“A homeowner awoke to 


glass breaking,” said Fire 
Services spokeswoman 
Nikki Booth. “Upon inves¬ 
tigating, he discovered a 
Molotov cocktail had been 
thrown through the front 
window, and two others 
had been thrown at the 
side of the house.” 

The homeowner was 
able to put out the fire 
himself with an extin¬ 
guisher and a garden hose 
before fire crews arrived. 


Police believe the re¬ 
cent reign of fire is a re¬ 
sult of three rival groups 
of teens in the area wag¬ 
ing war on each other’s 
homes to settle a long¬ 
standing rivalry. 

Members of the Edmon¬ 
ton City Police met with 
media last week, strongly 
urging any residents with 
information about who is 
setting the blazes to call 
police.

Autopsy 

murder A 30-year-old man 
found dead near Leduc last 
week was stabbed to 
death, a medical examiner 
confirmed Friday. 

Kristopher Ryan Kratch- 
mer was found by police 
after they received a 9-1-1 
call of a single vehicle 
crash on Glen Park Road, 
off the Queen Elizabeth II 
Highway. Kratchmer died 
on scene. 

Police say the homicide 
isn’t drug related or moti¬ 
vated by gang violence, but 
Kratchmer is known to 
two suspects charged in 
the case. 

Robbie Allen Harrish, 19, 
has been charged with first 
degree murder and will ap¬ 
pear in a Leduc provincial 
courtroom on Thursday. 

A 16-year-old minor 
charged with first degree 
murder in the case will ap¬ 
pear in court Friday in 
Leduc.

Taft made his resigna¬ 


tion official last month 
during a news conference 
describing himself as not 
being a career politician. 

Among the Liberal MLAs 
reportedly interested in 
putting their names in a 
leadership race include 
Edmonton-Centre MLA 
Laurie Blakeman and Cal- 
gary-Currie MLA Dave Tay¬ 
lor.

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If the constant annoying 
buzz of mosquitoes in 
your ear has been notice¬ 
ably absent this summer 
season, it's not just your 
imagination. 

Biological sciences expert 
Mike Jenkins says conditions 
are ideal for a low mosquito 
population, and that’s good 
news. 


“This summer is among 
the lowest we’ve seen in a 
long, long time in terms of 
mosquito population,” he 
said. “We have a lot less to 
do, makes the job a little eas¬ 
ier.” 

Colder temperatures com¬ 
bined with intense, yet 
sparse periods of rain make 
for unfavourable breeding 
grounds, as not much stand¬ 
ing water is left after Mother 
Nature does her job. 

“We haven’t had a lot of 
long, soaking rains, so we re¬ 


ally haven’t seen many 
hatchings,” Jenkins said, 
adding that wildlife special¬ 
ists often do routine checks 
for mosquito hot spots. 

Jenkins added that the 
threat for West Nile is lower 
than ever before, as the 
culex tarsalis mosquito that 
carries the disease needs 
hotter, drier conditions to 
thrive. 

“It’s been a pretty good 
summer so far if you’re not 
looking for big buildups of 
pests.”

Footless body 
adds new twist 

Cops solve part of B.C. mystery 


RCMP have solved part of 
the mystery of the severed 
feet after matching one 
pair with a missing 
Vancouver man, but a new 
twist emerged this week¬ 
end with the disclosure 
that a footless body was 
found 16 months ago in 
Washington state. 

Five feet, all in running 
shoes, have washed up on 
B.C. shorelines since last 
August. Sgt. Pierre 
Lemaitre said yesterday 
DNA samples confirm two 
of those feet belonged to a 
man from the Greater Van¬ 
couver area. 

His family, who asked 
for privacy over the week¬ 


end so they could inform 
other relatives, had sub¬ 
mitted the samples to the 
B.C. Coroner's Service. The 
man was apparently de¬ 
pressed, family members 
told RCMP. 

"At this point, the major 
crime investigators feel 
that this is not as a result 
of foul play," Lemaitre said. 

The other feet belong to 
two men and one woman, 
according to DNA samples, 
police say. 

RCMP and the coroner's 
office are now awaiting FBI 
data on a body found with 
no feet just south of B.C. in 
the San Juan Islands of 
Washington state.

Family says 
goodbye to 
slain model 

shanghai Friends and fam¬ 
ily of Diana O’Brien, a 
homesick, aspiring model 
who yearned to return to 
her Vancouver area, gath¬ 
ered yesterday to remem¬ 
ber the young woman and 
try to come to terms with 
her violent death in 
Shanghai. 

O’Brien, 22, left Salt 
Spring Island in late June 
for what was supposed to 
be a three-month model¬ 
ling contract in China. But 
just days before her flight 
back to B.C., O’Brien was 
killed in what Shanghai 
police say was a botched 
robbery attempt. 

Shanghai police arrested 
an 18-year-old within five 
days of O’Brien’s killing 
following intense media 
attention.

An anonymous 911 call 
led police a bullet-riddled 
vehicle against the curb. 

Inside, officers found the 
bodies of three young men 
who had been shot repeat¬ 
edly. None was in the dri¬ 
ver’s seat. 

Homicide Det.-Sgt. Dean 
Burks said the shootings 
occurred elsewhere and 
that the gold-coloured Nis¬ 


san Pathfinder was driven 
to the street by someone 
who fled the scene. The 
grisly discovery came just 
hours after police received 
“credible” information 
that six to eight men in 
three vehicles were about 
to shoot someone in retri¬ 
bution for another shoot¬ 
ing. 


Burks said detectives 
hope to hear from anyone 
who heard shots fired in 
the city or saw suspicious 
activity around a gold SUV. 

And they are asking that 
the person who drove the 
SUV to the scene, and the 
person who made the 911 
call yesterday to come for¬ 
ward.

Researchers developing 
aggressive cancer test 


treatment U.S. and Canadi¬ 
an researchers have taken 
steps toward developing a 
gene test to determine 
whether a patient’s lung 
cancer is especially aggres¬ 
sive, or whether radical 
treatment can be avoided. 

The researchers reported 
yesterday that they ana¬ 
lyzed lung cancer tissue 
from 442 people to con¬ 
firm that measuring the 
activity of certain genes 
can help predict early on 
which cases may be the 
most deadly and which 
have a better prognosis. 
Knowing if a person has an 
aggressive tumor is critical 
to choosing a treatment. 

The researchers said

The number of people in the 
millions who are projected to 
die from cancer annually. 

tracking gene activity, 
along with taking into ac¬ 
count clinical factors like 
the patient’s age, sex and 
the tumor stage made 
them better able to make a 
prognosis. 

Doctors are eager to 
come up with reliable 
ways to determine how ag¬ 
gressive a tumor is likely 
to be when a patient is in 
the earliest stages of lung 
cancer. reuters

Obama eyes troop swap 

Calls for shift of some U.S. forces from Iraq to Afghanistan 


deadly airstrike 

A foreign airstrike killed nine Afghan policemen in western 
Afghanistan overnight after a clash in which both sides mistook 
the other for Taliban militants, Afghan officials said yesterday. 


U.S. presidential hopeful 
Barack Obama called the 
situation in Afghanistan 
“precarious and urgent” 
yesterday and said Wash¬ 
ington should start 
planning to transfer more 
troops there from Iraq. 

The Illinois Democrat 
spoke from Afghanistan on 
the CBS program Face the 
Nation after meeting pri¬ 
vately with Afghan Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai on an 
overseas trip meant to bol¬ 
ster his foreign policy cre¬ 
dentials. 

“We have to understand 
that the situation is precar¬ 
ious and urgent here in 
Afghanistan and I believe 


this has to be the central 
focus, the central front, in 
our battle against terror¬ 
ism,” Obama said. 

Obama was spending 
last night in Kuwait where 
he met the Gulf Arab 
state’s emir, Sheikh Sabah 
al-Ahmad al-Sabah. He was 
due to fly on to Iraq for 
meetings today. 

He is also due to visit Jor¬ 
dan, Israel, Germany, 
France and Britain on a for¬ 
eign tour he hopes will 


help answer Republican 
criticism that he lacks the 
experience to be com¬ 
mander in chief. 

Obama wants to send 
two more brigades, or 
some 7,000 U.S. troops, to 
Afghanistan and shift the 
emphasis from what he 
calls the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s “single-minded” fo¬ 
cus on Iraq. 

“There’s starting to be a 
growing consensus that it’s 
time for us to withdraw 


some of our combat troops 
out of Iraq, deploy them 
here in Afghanistan ... Now 
is the time for us to do it.” 

If the United States wait¬ 
ed for a new administra¬ 
tion to take office, it could 
take a year to boost troop 
levels, he said. 

Adm. Michael Mullen, 
President George W. Bush’s 
top military advisor as 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said the sit¬ 
uation in Afghanistan was 
mixed, but not dire. 

“I would not say in any 
way, shape or form that 
we’re losing in 
Afghanistan,” Mullen said 
on Fox News Sunday.

told by their priest that 
Dziekanski’s death is a 
warning against the use of 
Tasers. 

Outside the church, there 
is a grey stone marker with 
Dziekanski’s photo and in¬ 
scription that says he died 
tragically in Canada, and 
that his ashes will be buried 
in Poland and Canada. His 
mother, Zofia Cisowski, 
lives in Kamloops. 

The non-English speak¬ 
ing Dziekanski arrived in 


Vancouver to start a new 
life with his mother last Oc¬ 
tober. The two missed each 
other at the airport and 
Dziekanski became agitat¬ 
ed after waiting about 10 
hours alone. He was then 
Tasered at least twice by 
RCMP officers. The incident 
was videotaped and re¬ 
ceived attention world¬ 
wide. 

The inquiry into Dziekan¬ 
ski’s death will be held in 
October.

Don’t overlook B.C.’s biodiversity 

Province home to thousands of plants, animals that make it critical to Canada's wealth

O ne of my proud¬ 
est moments 
came in 1992 at 
the inaugural 
Earth Summit in 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. Along 
with the UN Framework 
Convention on Climate 
Change (which in turn led to 
the Kyoto Protocol), a second 
key outcome of this interna¬ 
tional meeting was the sign¬ 


ing of the Convention on Bio¬ 
logical Diversity, a ground¬ 
breaking agreement founded 
on the principle that con¬ 
serving biological diversity is 
“a common concern of all 
humankind.” Canada was 
the first of 189 countries to 
sign the agreement. 

B.C.’s Conservation Frame¬ 
work for protecting wildlife, 
released on July 9, made me 
realize, though, that all the 
agreements in the world 
won’t add up to much if they 
aren’t followed with action. 
For B.C., the stakes couldn’t 
be higher. The government’s 
new policy was accompanied 
by research on the health of 
the province’s wildlife and 
wilderness, which paints a 
dire picture. Some 1,640 
species (or 43 per cent of as- 


Biological richness 

• B.C. is home to 76 per cent of 
Canada's bird species, 70 per 
cent of its freshwater fish, 60 
per cent of its evergreen trees, 
and thousands of other plants 
and animals. That biological 
richness makes it a critical part 
of Canada's overall wealth. 
Only 16 northern spotted 
owls, right, are left in B.C. 

sessed wildlife) and four “bio- 
geoclimatic zones” (about 
five per cent of B.C.’s land 
base) are threatened enough 
to be of conservation con¬ 
cern. B.C. and Alberta are the 
only provinces that don’t 
have endangered species 
laws. But these laws are es¬ 
sential to addressing such a 



serious problem. 

British Columbia needs a 
clear law to recover wildlife 
at risk and to protect habitat 
to prevent species from be¬ 
coming at risk in the first 
place. B.C. could look to On¬ 
tario, which enacted a new 
Endangered Species Act in 
2007. Although the Ontario 


law isn’t perfect, it includes 
strong wording for habitat 
protection and mandatory 
planning for the recovery of 
endangered and threatened 
species. 

The loss of biodiversity af¬ 
fects not just the production 
of commodities like the food 
we eat, the timber we use to 
build our homes, and the 
medicines we use to heal 
ourselves, but many other so- 
called “ecosystem services” 
as well, like clean air and 
clean water. However, ac¬ 
cording to the United Na¬ 
tions, two-thirds of the 
ecosystem services provided 
by nature are threatened by 
human actions, such as un¬ 
sustainable logging, pollu¬ 
tion, and global warming. 

It’s been 16 years since my 


hopes were raised that hu¬ 
manity was on the right 
track to creating a world that 
recognized the importance 
of biodiversity to human sur¬ 
vival. And yet, the crisis in 
biodiversity has worsened. 
The B.C. government, along 
with all of Canada, still has 
the opportunity to lead the 
way. Its new policy for 
wildlife protection may be a 
start, but it doesn’t match 
the kind of leadership the 
province has shown in com¬ 
bating global warming.

Chasing girls got Adam 
Sioui into the pool and 
sustained satisfaction 
kept him there, but it was 
parental pocketbooks 
that provided him buoy¬ 
ancy for 17 years. 

Canadian Sport Centre’s 
Casey Peirce said the “im¬ 
age of the ‘poor starving 
athlete’ is now pretty 
much a myth,” and while 
Sioui’s ribs aren’t sticking 
together, he humbly begs 
to differ. 

“It has definitely been a 
struggle,” said Sioui, a 
three-event swimming rep¬ 
resentative for Canada in 
Beijing. “If my parents 
weren’t there to give me 
money, to give me support 
of all kinds, it’s hard to say, 
but I don’t think I would 
have made it to this level.” 

His mother, Lori, Beijing- 
bound along with his fa¬ 
ther Stephen and sister De¬ 
von, said she “can’t even 
begin to guess” how much 


dough freely flowed from 
family coffers and spilled 
into her son’s career. 

She doesn’t want to 
know, either. 

“We always found the 
money somewhere. We 
never regretted spending 
one dime because, as a par¬ 
ent, when your child is in¬ 
to something like that, you 
just find ways to make it 
work,” she said. “Now that 
he’s accomplished his 
dream, it’s all worth it.” 

In February, the federal 
government pledged $20 
million for Summer 
Olympic-calibre athletes 
over the next two years 
and $24 million every year 
thereafter. 


Only $8 million will hit 
bank accounts in 2008. 
That’s a far cry from the 
$110 million committed in 
the Own The Podium pro¬ 
gram for Vancouver 2010, 
and too late for Canada’s 
Beijing medal hopefuls 
such as Sioui, the NCAA’s 
2002 butterfly champ as a 
freshman on full scholar¬ 
ship at the University of 
Florida, who has seen the 
best and worst of times. 

At the age of 18, with 
nine years’ experience 
tucked into his Speedo, the 
6-foot-6 swimmer missed 
the 2000 Olympics by 
three-tenths of a second. It 
was the first time he’d ever 
missed a target time, and 


the first time he’d failed to 
make a team. 

A lack of confidence 
evaporated his second 
Olympic trial try in 2004, 
missing the mark by six- 
tenths of a second. 

“I needed a fresh start, a 
fresh outlook. Swimming 
just takes you over... and if 
you don’t have a balance in 
your life, it can be detri¬ 
mental to a fault,” he says. 

After moving to train at 


the University of Calgary 
two years ago, the Trenton, 
Ont., registered Huron 
Tribe member got his fresh 
start, his “last shot unless 
something miraculous 
happens.” 

He’s in the best form of 
his career and his coach, 
Jan Bidrman, who will be 
on deck in Beijing, said the 
4x200-metre freestyle re¬ 
lay medal contender is one 
of the best swimmers the 
University of Calgary has 
“ever seen,” putting him in 
the ranks of Curtis Myden, 
three-time Olympic bronze 
medallist. 

A part-time job would 
have derailed his Olympic 
dreams “because swim¬ 
ming is pretty close to a 
full-time job at this level,” 
he says. 

“I definitely couldn’t 
have done this alone.”

The impact of escalating fu¬ 
el costs has taken its toll on 
many commuters. Of the 89 
per cent of workers who 
said they drive to work, 
nearly half (47 per cent) re¬ 
ported they had to give up 
something to afford the gas 
needed for their commute.

com. “One-in-10 workers 
said they would take a pay 
cut for a job with a shorter 
commute.”

One of the only places in the world that casts 
dinosaur bones for museums is in Trenton, Ont. 


n 1977, the pale¬ 
ontology depart¬ 
ment at Toronto’s 
Royal Ontario Muse¬ 
um wanted a techni¬ 
cian who could mould 
and cast fossils. Fresh out 
of the fine arts program 
with a specialization in 
sculpture at the Universi¬ 
ty of Guelph, Peter May 
thought he could do the 
job. 

At the interview, how¬ 
ever, he just wanted to 
get his hands dirty on 
the museum’s new 
technology. “I didn’t care 
about the job, I just 
wanted to know how 
they were making 
moulds.” Soon, he had 
dust all over his good 
suit. “I don’t know any¬ 
thing about di¬ 
nosaurs,” he told the 
interviewer. “Don’t 
worry, it’ll come,” 
he was told. May 
was hired on the 
spot. 

Now, nearly 30 
years later, 53-year- 
old May runs Trenton, 
Ont.’s Research Casting 
International, one of 
the few companies 
in the world that 
moulds and casts 
dinosaur bones 
and other fossils, 


mould out of plastic and 
fill it with fibreglass, 
epoxy or cement. The 
bone’s then painted and 
May’s blacksmith — one 
of his few highly trained 
staff members, most oth¬ 
ers learn on the job just 
like he did — creates the 
metal armature to put the 
animal together. 

After staff members as¬ 
semble the dinosaur, they 
send pictures out to ex¬ 
perts to make sure the 
bone placement and pose 
are correct. In modular 
parts, the animal gets 
crated up and shipped to 
the museum, where staff 
will put it back up again. 

These days, May spends 
most of his time running 
the company. But every 
once in awhile he feels 
the need to get his hands 
dirty, so he goes down to 
the floor to help mould or 
mount a dinosaur when a

day it never shut down,” 
says May. Eventually, he 
left the ROM — business 
was booming as many 
museums didn’t have the 
proper ventilation to do 
work that created fumes. 

May recently moved his 
20-employee company to 
a 48,000-square-foot site 
in Trenton. Here, staff 
can start with a di¬ 
nosaur bone still stuck 
in rock and extract it 
using chisels, picks 
and mechanical equip¬ 
ment. They then hard¬ 
en and preserve the fos¬ 
sil with liquid plastic. To 
duplicate the bone for an 
exhibit, staff makes a

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Undeclared short, but sweet 



REVENGE IS SWEET: While 
interviewing Jay Baruchel 
for Just Buried, his latest 
film, I couldn’t resist ask¬ 
ing the Montreal native 
about his experiences on 
Undeclared, the short¬ 
lived Fox series that lasted 
just 17 episodes in the fall 
of 2001 before being can¬ 
celled by the axe-happy 
network. 

He jumped on the sub¬ 
ject with relish, clearly 
able to get past the bad 
memories of the show’s ig¬ 
nominious end and enjoy 
the reputation the show 
now enjoys, and the suc¬ 
cess that its cast — which 
included Baruchel along¬ 
side Seth Rogen and Jason 
Segel — and creator, Judd 
Apatow, have enjoyed 
since then. 


“It was my introduction 
to America with the excep¬ 
tion of the three days of 
work I did on Almost Fa¬ 
mous,” Baruchel recalls. “I 
was like, ‘Oh, we’re going 
to rehearse and improvise, 
and what character am I 
playing? You’re basing the 
character on me? That’s 


fucking crazy. Literally 
there were no characters. 
We rehearsed for three 
weeks in workshops and 
they based the pilot on 
that. Which is pretty un¬ 
common, you’re never giv¬ 
en that much freedom. 
And then throughout the 
shooting of the series, 


every actor, every writer, 
every director was like 
‘This is the best show on 
television, isn’t it?’ I can’t 
tell you how much that in¬ 
forms the work when 
everybody — it’s different 
to say it than to generally 
know it, and we generally 
knew that we were funnier 


and stronger than any¬ 
thing else on TV, so I can’t 
tell you what that feels 
like, making a show like 
that.” 

Things got bad fast, 
though, and when Apatow 
wasn’t fending off witless 
“notes” sent down from 
production executives, Fox 
was preempting the show 
for sports events or reruns 
of That ’70s Show, its lead- 
in, and showing episodes 
out of order. With the an¬ 
nouncement of That ’80s 
Show, Baruchel and the 
cast saw the writing on the 
wall. 

“We went to this Fox 
party, which they were try¬ 
ing to make like our 
farewell thing — they said 
‘You guys can come — 
we’ll give you one more 
party you can show up to.’ 
We show up and it’s all 
purple lighting and there 
are Madonna imperson¬ 
ators walking around and 
Michael Jackson imperson¬ 
ators, and I was like, 
‘We’re really getting can¬ 
celled, aren’t we?’ I can’t 
think of something that’s 
more an antithesis of Un¬ 


declared than That ’80s 
Show.” 

Undeclared might have 
been canned after 17 
episodes, but its DVD box 
set is a cherished item — a 
status the three aired 
episodes of That ’80s show 
will never enjoy, and 
Baruchel says that he still 
gets a kick out of gloating 
about it all. 

“Anybody who tells you 
any different is lying. Very 
much so. As petty as it 
sounds, there are few 
things that feel as good as 
watching somebody that 
has the power to make or 
break careers eating crow 
and humble pie. I know 
how it tastes; I’d like them 
to tell me how it tastes. I 
always want to hear it 
from them.”
